thence to the public cemetery. 
The grounds ; 


were already well covered with spectators, com 
poted largely of 1 idles. The procession enteiud 
and moving to the eastern Side was formed into 
a hollow square around the graves of Ctpt. I) 
P. Sigler and Private Cornelius Slglcr, wuich 
with tli ut of Private David 8 Weed arc the only 
aoldlerb' grvKsJn llic enclosure. Although nn-' 
marked by wood or stone, the mounds hod been 
raised and tastefully sodded the day previous. 


There were between eight hundred and a 


thousand people within tbe cemetery, awaiting 
to Imprciilve silence tbc commencement of the 
exercises. The Marsha) first announced the Roll 
Call of'the Dead, which included the name* of 
all soldiers from Tltusvllle aud j vicinity who bad 
perished in b.ittlu or by disease. The roll was 
rcftd bf Col. Keeae.
